That the roster of the big things in the 
eireus business that have been known to Tow a’s 
history as a part of ft, writes Bruce ‘'( ircus’ 
Baldwin in the Des Moines Register and Leader. 
True. none of the great big concerns, like the 
w. W. Cole show and the immense Ringling at- | 
tractions, were ever located in the State, but 
lowa was the birthplace and the home of the 
heads of even these great aggregations. For | 
instance, W. W. Cole was born in Centerville, | 
and the Ringlings lived in McGregor. 

Probably the oldest lowa show of which any | 
account Is available was the George Kramer | 
Show. of the 40's and 50's, but there is no anu- | 
thentic data today to verify the time of its ex- 
istence. Dan Orton was the first of the Ortons 
to locate In this state. He bullt the first ring | 
barn in the state at Independence in the 50's. | 
The old building was stili standing ten years | 
ago in the very heart of the business district of 
that city. Here the famous Orton family con- | 
tinned to Iive until after the war, when they 
moved west to Dallas County and founded the 
present village of Ortonville. Lester Orton, a | 
son of Willlam Orton, and a nephew of Dan 
Orton, is a well-to-do resident of Ortonville, and 
is the last of the famous family in this state, 
with the exception of his sister, Mrs. Charles 
Shaffer. of this city, who is the wife of the 
popular police officer. 

William Orton was the father of the famous | 
bareback rider, Miles Orton, who for years suc- 
cessfully conducted the Anglo-American shows 
that toured the States in the early 80's. Of 
all the Ortons ever engaged in the circus busi- 
ores on this side of the water, Miles Orton was 
the most famous. In his day he was a very 
good rider, anuj as an owner he was well liked 
by all who had business dealings with him. | 

It will be observed that I said ‘on this side | 
of the water.’ Ortons are related to the 
Norths, themselves direct descendants of the | 
oldest circus families of England, tracing “ae |

lineage back 200 or 300 vears——-back to the 
Wambolds and the Cooks, the Henglers and the 
Sangers of Westminster bridge and Surryside 
fame Back of mountebanks of the halcyon 
days of the reign of Elizabeth, and far beyond 
the time of Raleigh and Leiceister, a North | 
threw a round-off, flip-flap and a layout for the 
amusement of the gallant knights and ladies | 
of England's court. 

It is pathetically fitting that with the death | 
of the oldtime circus should come the end of 
the association of the time-honored names of 
Orton and North with the circus business, Some- | 
where Claude Orton and a son of Miles are lir- 
ing. but are not identified with the circus life 
of their ancestors. 

For a brief time American descendants of two 
great English circus families were united in 
the marriage of Miles Orton to Mrs. Cele 
(mother of W. W. Cole), who was a blood mem- 
ber of the great Cook family, and who was 
the first weman te participate in a ‘‘carrying 
act,’ In this country. This marriage took place 
in Independence in 1871. At this time W. W. 
Cole was clerking in Austin’s general store in | 
that place. In the following spring Cole went 
out with the Orten show as ticket seller and 
general business accountant, and his mother was 
on the main door. When the show ‘‘ran in’’ the 
following fall the Coles left it to shift for itself 
and went to Quincy. where William secured the 
backing of a carriage manufacturer of the name 
of Miller, and In 1873 launched the first W. W. 
Cole Show that ever took the road. This show 
was the foundation of the greatest and most 
practical fortune ever amassed in the circus 
Dusiness. with the possible exception of the 
old John Robinson Show, which its still in ex- 
istence, and continues to maintain its record as 
the oldest of all American shows, living or 
dead. The John Robinson Show was established

in 1824—eighty-seven years ago—and bas never 
missed a season since, breaking all records on 
this side of the Atlantic. 

W. W. Cole was boin in Centerville, Ia., and 
now resides in Brooklyn, N. Y. His success was 


financially wonderful, but be owed none of it} 


to any man’s brain but his own. He was a 
cold, uncompromising business man, with no 
common sympathies. He loved his mother, 
but no one else. Once I beard him say that she 
was his only friend and that he did not care 
for the friendship of any man. After he dis- 
posed of his show at auction in New Orleans, in 
1886, he became identified with the late James 
A. Bailey, P. T. Barnum and James Hutchinson 
in the great Howe's London Shows. and thougu 
he never took prominence in any of its affairs, 


| Mr. Cole was financially connected in all the 


business deals of Mr. Bailey up to the time of 
the latter's death. Probably his last circus in 
vestment was in the Forepaugh-Sells Show. that 
was taken over by the Ringlings at the disposal 
When he was 53 
years of age he married. 

W. W. Cole was the second circus owner to 
adopt the railroad system of trausportation, 
following Adam .« orepaugh, who was the pioneer 
railroad showman. He was the first and most 
successful showman to invade Australia, his 
tour of that country in the winter of 1881-82 
netting him about $150,000. 

Another Independence showman to become 
prominent in an early day was P. A. Older. But 
fortunes were just reverse of the success attend- 
ing the effort of W. W. Cole. While Cole 
was living in a Brooklyn palace, with all the 
comforts that wealth could afford, poor old man 
Older stood under the fluttering canopy of a 
cheap canvas that sheltered his little target 
range, waiting for the nickels of the passer-by 
tottering from his seat on a box as prospective 
marksmen entered to satisfy their vanity that 
their shooting eye was still in condition. Poor 
old man It was in Sioux City that I iast 
saw him engaged in this way of earning a liv- 
ing In his declining years. One day an irre- 
s) onsible drunk came to the little tent to assure 
himself that his markmanship was good, and to 
prove that it was not be shot a horse by missing 
the sheet iron bullet board. It took all the old 
man could raise by the sale of his guns and tent 
to pay for the horse. Fate can be mighty cruel 
when she chooses to be 

The first Rarnum show to take the road was 
the Older & Barnum Show, organized at Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., in 1871, when P. T. Barnum, who 
had been exhibiting the Cardiff Giant (made 
from gypsum taken from the then newly dis- 
covered deposits at Fort Dodge, Ia.), added that 
famous attraction to the Older show as a half 
interest. It required six horses to carry the 
giant over the country roads. At Shreveport, 
&., the show encountered an epidemic of yellow 
fever, and was quarantined for several weeks. 
and never recovered from the financial disester 
of this misfortune. although Mr. Older made 
several unsuccessful attempts in after years 
to recoup, 

The Older Show for many years occupied the 
original quarters of the Orton Shows, at In 
dependence, and it was there that Mr. Older bur- 
ied the Cardiff Giant under the old cage barn, 
which has since been used as a livery stable. 
The immense weight of the big rock prompted 
Mr. Older to have a papier mache cast made of 
it for lighter transportation. Later Madame 
Senyeah, the first female gymnast to invade this 
country from Europe, became involved in a 
quarrel with Older, and exposed the fraud to 
a neWspaper man, and that worthy immediately 
put the far-famed myth out of commission, but 
not until long after it had made a fortune for 

Barnum. In 1892. P. C. Cummings and 
myself resurrected the big rock and exhibited 
it at county fairs as ‘‘Rarnum's Monster Fraud.”’ 
The last I knew of it, a saloon man on the 
West Side in Chicago had the rock on exhibi- 
tion in his place, but it was badly dismembered 
and hacked by relic hunters. 

For many years Mr. Older lived with a daugh- 
ter in Dubuque. 


In the early 70's Hilliard & DeMott (the lat- 
ter the father of the famous William and Jo- 
sie DeMott, foremost among the great American 
principal riders), wintered at Monticello, Jones 
County. It was during this time that the re- 
nowned acrobat, Jimmy Coyle, was developed. 


It was in 1884 that the first Ringling venture 
came to light, and it was a mighty sickly-look- 
ing aggregation when I saw it. The winter pre- 
vious old Yankee Robinson, who had been 
down and out for seven years that I know of. 
landed in McGregor, Ia., where he had heard 
there was a bunch of harnessmakers who could 
‘‘ump’" a horn or two, and who had the “show 
bug’’ for fair. He also discovered that they 
bad two or three dogs and a few other “‘rube’’ 
things that might help extract some of the 
“‘soft.’" and Ab. Johnson's Old Trick Mule, now 
living at the Ruchanan Circus Farm at Granger. 

From the unsophisticated it looked good to 
“Yank,"" and so he staid all winter with them, 
and the next season this bunch of Iowans saw 
their names for the first time in the neighbor- 
ing barns In big two-foot stock letters—

Notes of the Plans and Preparations of Fair Managers and 
Associations for the Season’s Events in all Parts 
of the Country—See What Others Are Doing 


The Carolinas and Georgia Fair Circuit was 
organized recently at Columbia, S. C. The 
meeting was attended by the following fair 
men: W. R. Reynolds, of Winston-Salem, N. 
C.; G. E. Webb. secretary and manager of the 
Piedmont Fair Association, Winston-Salem, N. 
C.; Geo. F. Diure, also of Winston-Salem, N. 
C.; Col. J. E. Pogue, secretary of the North 
Carolina State Fair: Garland Daniel, secretary 
of the Greensboro, N. C., Fair Association; W. 
S. Orn and Mr. Chambers, president and sec- 
retary, respectively, of the Charlotte Fair Assn. ; 
J. M. Canly. secretary of the South Carolina 
State Fair; Col. Frank E. Beane, secretary of 
the Augusta, Ga., Fair Association; J. E. Fin- 
ley, secretary of Wilkesbero, N. C., Fair Asso- 
ciation, and Mr. T. M. Arnsmith. Following are 
the officers elected: W. N. Reynolds, president:

With the present week ends the Shubert 
theatrical season in Denver. With the present 
month the lease of the Auditorium expires, but 
Miss Dressler closes, I understand, the playing 
period. Candor compels one to say that the sea- 
son has been characterized by disagreements, 
disaster and discourtesy. Nothing in the life 
of the existing management will be so becoming 
as the leaving of it. Few of the rosy promises 
made at the beginning have been kept; the con- 
tracted ‘‘dollar for the best seats’’ has, despite 
the sincere efforts of the mayor, been constantly 
violated, and while the city, no doubt, has done 
its utmost and best in the matter, there has 
been continual bickering between visiting com- 
panies, the Sbuberts, their representatives and 
the people, so that an unsatisfactory season 
comes to the rather ignominious close. The con- 
ditions have been rather curious, and the telling 
of them may prove interesting. 


Last fall, when there were clouds on the theat- 
rical firmament and it seemed the much abused 
syndicate was in progress of dissolution, Mr. 
McCourt listened to the voice of the siren in 
the person of that dashing soldier of fortune, 
John Cort, broke away in a measure from the 
moorings of Klaw and Erlanger and proclaimed 
the sentimental, but impractical ‘‘open door.’’ 

He entered into a combination in which he 
agreed to pool the receipts of the Auditorium, 
the Broadway and the Tabor, accept his share 
of the profits of the three and bear his share 
of the losses, if losses there were. On the face 
of it, at the time, it may have seemed a good 
business arrangement. It probably was for the 
Shubert people. It might have been for all con- 
cerned if the original plan had been adopted and 
Mr. McCourt had been made manager of all 
three houses. But that was not done, and while 
I am not informed on the subject, it is fair 
to suppose that it has taken about all the 
profits of that fine money-maker, the Tabor, to 
pay the losses of the Auditorium. Occasional 
large audiences at lowered prices do not pay 
extraordinarily large expenses. Common sense and 
stern business principles have to be factors in the 
theatrical game as in any other commercial enter- 
prise. And the fact remains that while all want 
the best and plenty of the best, a city of the 
size of Denver will not support two high-class 
attractions running at the same time. Divide 
the business and money can not be made. Can- 
didly, too, it does not seem quite fair for the 
city to go into the theatrical business, or any 
other business in opposition to any one or more 
of its tax-paying, license-paying citizens. The 
city might as well open a department store at 
the Auditorium in opposition to our great Six- 
teenth street enterprises. The principle of the 
thing is the same. But I imagine after this 
year’s experience with the Shuberts the mayor 
will say “never again.”” A long white feather 
in the plume of the administration are the Sun- 
day afternoon and night free concerts, They 
have been productive of much good, have elevated 
the public taste, have made a decided mark in 
the uplift of the city. But shouldn't the pro 
gressive mayor's mission as a surveyog of amuse- 
ments end there? 

It is, on the whole, a pleasant reflection that 
with the departure of the Shuberts, things will 
assume their normal conditions and Mr. McCourt 
will come into his own again. He has made 
new spring bookings for the Broadway, and they 
are of a character to command respect and 
warm approval, This is the list for the next 
four months: Raymond Hitchcock, Blanche 
Ring, Sarah Bernhardt, Madame Sherry, Sothern 
and Marlowe, Billie Burke, Follies of 1910, Ruth 
St. Denis, Nance O'Neil, The Girl in the Taxi, 
The Lily, John Drew, Ethel Barrymore. 

There are one or two others likely to be here 
who are of equal attractiveness, so that the 
spring season, dramatically, was never so prom- 
ising as now. And the fineness of it is, Mr.

a few thousand dollars of El Paso’s money in 
town by placing the show on the fair grounds.”’ 
And mind yon, this insult, after Col. Cody had 
participated in and delivered a laudatory ad- 
drese at the opening exercises of the fair— 
grafting their guest and bragging about it. 
| The Os Apple parade, intended for the streets, 
was transferred to the fair ground, and every 
scheme known to skilled grafters used to in 
lerease attendance with this result, And now 
1 quote again from the same paper: ‘During 
the first eight days of the fair. 22.848 paid 
admissions were registered. The free list 
probably reached 400 daily. These were ex- 
hibitors people with concessions on the grounds 
and others."’ 

At the first fair. one vear ago, the total at 
j tendance was 27.000, and the deficit $8,000. 
| Now, to prove this second attempt was even 
| more disastroys than its predecessor, read this 
from the El Paso Herald, of November 7: ‘‘The 
tetal attendance at the second annual falr was 
| 23,000, and, with the reserve fund in the 
treasury, the fair association will be able to 
| pay every bill created by the second annual 
fair in full." You will note thev had to go 
‘ {nto the “reserve fund’ to pay their bills, and 
| this is the “‘blow off."' I again quote from the 
same El Paso Herald of November 7: ‘‘The 
, Parker Carnival Shows, which were on the trail 
at the fair grounds last week. have moved 
down town, and are now being set p along 
the recently opened portion of West San An- 
tonio street. The carnival company will be 
held there during the present week under the 
auspices of the fair.’* 


Concession people, who all lost money on the 
fair ground and wanted to get on the street 


in an endeavor to get railroad fare out of town, | 


were still held up at prohibitive prices by the 
fair association grafters, who grafted every- 
body, from their guest, Buffalo Bill, down 
through and including their own citizenship to 
poor whip and balloon peddler. 

It is probable they will never attempt another 
fair in El Paso, but as a precaution, all priv- 
ilege people or those who follow fairs in any 
capacity, should cut this out for future refer- 
ence, and thanking The Billboard in advance 
for the publicity I believe you will give this, 
and with animosity toward mone, but only a de-

COL. J. H. LIVINGSTON. 


Richmond, Va., March 18.—Preparations for 
the opening of the new season at Forest Hill 
Vark are going rapidly forward. The first breath 
of spring finds a small army of road builders, 
carpenters, landscape gardeners, electricians, ar- 
tisans and laborers rushing to completion the 
elaborate improvements planned last winter by 
the park engineers. 

Foliowing the phenomenal succese of the first 
season of Forest Hill under the individual pro- 
prietorship of Col. J. H. Livingston, the park 
has passed into the control of The J. H. Liv- 
ingston Co., which was organized a few months 
ago, and which is now in control of the prin- 
cipal summer parks of the State. 

Colonel Livingston is the president and general 
manager of the controlling corporation, which 
humbers among its officers some of the most 
prominent public men in Virginia, including Gen. 
W. W. Sale, adjutant general of Virginia. Hon. 
James Mann, of Norfolk, newphew of Governor 
William Hodges Mann, is the company’s general 
counsel. 

Forest Hill is not only the largest summer 
park in area between Washington and New Or- 
leans, but the most modern and massive in its 
construction. In the number and variety of its 
buildings, equipment and other permanent struc- 
tural features, Forest Hill is by far the most 
pretentious pleasure park in the whole Southern 
country. Among the natural advantages are the 
Lithia Springs, which have been taken into the 
park grounds and thrown open to the public; a 
large woodland tract, to be maintained as free 
picnic groves, and the largest natural lake af 
forded by any park in the country. Bathing, 
boating, fishing and water carnivals will be 
among the attractions of Forest Hill this sum- 
mer. 

The projected improvements to be made by the 
new holding corporation will involve an expen- 
diture of $100,000 before they are completed. 
The development of the park will continue un- 
interrupted through the coming season. 

Colonel Livingston has taken up his residence 
in the historic Old Stone Mansion, which has 
been standing for more than a century on the 
brow of the hill overlooking the lake, and is 
personally directing the new construction work. 

Forest Hill will be practically without oppo- 
sition this season, the J. H. Livingston Company 
having acquired a lease on its only rival of last 
Season. Idiewood, and the Horse Show Building 
adjoining that park. Just what the ———— 
intends to do with Idlewood is not definitely 
known. The Horse Show building will be the 
home of a permanent hippodrome and theatre, in 
all probability. 

A vaudeville theatre will be added to the at- 
tractions at Forest Hill this season. This con- 
cession, and many others, including the skating 
rink, restaurant, ball room, billiards, bowling 
and miniature railway privileges, are still open. 

This city is singularly situated in the summer 
pome field in Richmond, with a population of 

,000, will have no other pleasure resort this 
season, all other outdoor amusement places hav- 
ing been either absorbed or driven out of the 
field since Forest Hill threw open its gates free 
to the public one year ago. 

This date for the formal opening has not been 
definitely decided upon.

Bill, intimately for nearly forty years, 
end during that time, having noticed every ac- 
tion and phase of his life’s history, will 
got attempt to misrepresent one iota or 
tact of said life, but simply portray, as the writ- 
er has seen, the actions of a human being of 
American creation, who arose from almost ob- 
ecurity to the present day fame. 

Colonel William F. Cody was born in Scott 
County, Ia., near Davenport, on February 26. 

. His mother was an English woman; that 
is, of Enclish extraction, being born in a 
Pennsylvania settlement, her father being an old 
@ea captsin named Laycock. He was wrecked 
end lost his life. 

Col, Cody’s father was of Irish extraction, 
end was an lowa farmer. Col. Cody has had 
@ most eventful career. 

He has never known the education of the 
echools. As he himself told the writer, he never 
bed more than three weeks of regular school 
training. His primer school was therefore the 
Orairie, infested by Indians, 

He began the struggle for existence at the

er one of the most successful showmen of mol- 


ern times. 


He has already acquired a fortune of over | 


ome million dollars, which is invested mostly in 
the West. Either personally or by sight, Col. 
William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill), is unquestion- 
ably the best known of all living men. Quoting 
the language of Col. Cody, as near as memory 
€0es to the writer some years ago, as to his be- 
ginning the life of a frontiersman, he said: 
“In the summer of 1857, Russell, Majors and | 
Waddel were sending a great many wagon | 
trains across the plains to Salt Lake with sup- 
plies for General Albert Sidney Johnston. Driv- | 
ere were in great demand, and the company was | 
paying teamsters $40 per month in gold. An | 
and reliable wagon master named Lewis 
®impeon, who was loading a train for the com- | 
pany, and was about to start with it, asked me 
to go along as an extra hand. The high wages | 
that were being paid were a great inducement 
to me, and the position of extra hand a pleasant

“All that I would have to do would be to take | 
the place of any man who became sick and drive | 
tis wagon until he recovered. I would have my | 
owa mule to ride, and to a certain extent would 
be a minor boss. We started on our trip with 
everything in good shape, and nothing occurred 
te iaterrupt our journey until we reached Plum 
Creek on the South Platte River, thirty-five 
wiles weet of old Fort Kearney. We had made 
@ morning drive and camped for di.ner. Most 
of the men had gone to sleep under the mess 
Wagons. The cattle were being guarded by three | 
@en, and the cook was preparing dinner. No 
eme had any idea that Indians were anywhere 
@ear us. first warning that we had was 
the firing of shots and the whoops and yells | 
from a party of them, who, catching us napping, | 
gave us a most unwelcome surprise. 


“‘All the men fumped to their feet, and seized 
their guns. They saw with astonishment, the | 
cattle running in every direction, they having | 
‘been stampeded by the Indians, who had shot 
and killed the three men on dayherd duty, and 
the red devils were now charging down upon the 
fest of us. 

“The wagon master cried: ‘Boys, make a 
break for the slough yonder; we can have the 
®ark for a breastwork!’ 

“It proved to be a very effective breastwork, 
affording us good protection. We had been there 
but a short time, when Simpson, seeing that 

longer we were corralled the worse it 
would be for us, said: “Well, boys, we will try 
and make our way back to Fort Kearney by 
wading in the river, and keeping the bank for 
« breastwork.’ 

“We accordingly proceeded down the river 
several miles in this way, managing to keep 
the Indians at a safe distance with our guns 
@ntil the slough made a junction with the main 
Platte River. Covering ourselves by keeping 
well under the bank, we pushed ahead as rap- 
idly as possible, and made very good progress. 
the night finding us stil] on our way, and the 
enemy still on our track. 

‘‘Being the youngster of the party, I became 
somewhat tired, and without noticing it I had 
fallen some little distance behind the others. 
It was about ten o'clock, and we were keeping 
very quiet and bugging the bank closely, when 
1 happened to look up to moonlit sky and saw 
the plumed head of an Indian peeping over the 
bank. Instead of hurrying ahead and alarming 
the men in a quiet way, I instantly aimed my 
gun at the head and fired. The report rang out 
sharp and loud on the night air, and was im- 
medistely followed by ap Indian whoop. 


the next moment about six feet of dead Indian 
came tumbling into the river. I was not only 
overcome by astonishment, but was badly fright- 
ened, as I could hardly realize what I had done. 


I expected to see the whole force of Indians | 


come down upon us. While I was standing thus 
bewildered, the men who had heard the shot 
and the warwhoop, and seen the Indian take 
a tumble, came rushing back. ‘Who fired that 
shot?’ cried Simpson. ‘I did,’ replied I, rather 
proudly, as my confidence returned, when I saw 
the men coming up. ‘Yes, and little Billie has 
killed an Indian stone dead, too dead to skin,’ 


said one of the men who had approached nearer | 
From that time forward I became | 
This was, of course, | 


the rest. 
known as an Indian killer. 
the first Indian I had ever shot, and I was then 
not more than eleven years of age.”’ 


There is no more thrilling chapter in Col. Co- 
dy’s career than the close battle had by the 
party of freighters on their way home, when they 
lay in a hastily-dug hole behind three dead 
mules which they had to shoot for safety sake 
to improvise a fort, repulsing repeated charges 
of overwhelming numbers of Indians. 


“We then jerked the mules into the shape of 
a triangle and sprang into the barricade. I 
thought surely that our end had come, but they 
could not stand the fire from our Mississippi 
‘yacgers’ and Colt revolvers, and wheeled away, 
leaving three Indians and one horse dead on the 
ground, after three or four attempts to dis- 
lodge us from our safety, and also trying to 
burn us out at night by setting fire to the pral- 
rie. The buffalo grass was so short that the 
fire did not trouble us much; after continuous 
warm gun receptions we were rescued by the 
teamsters of an approaching train. who came 
rushing forward to our assistance, and we were 


“In June, 1861, I received a message an- 
nouncing the serious illness of my mother, and 
returned to Leavenworth. When I arrived there 
they were all excitement over the Civil War, 
and I joined the army as a scout, serving to 
the close of the war with the Western army and 
the Army of the Missouri. 


“After the close of the war I was employed 
as an Indian scout, and in the winter of 1865 
and 1866, I piloted General Sherman and his 
command from Fort Larned, in Kansas, to Fort 
Kearney, in Nebraska, where I remained until 
February, 1886, when I returned to Kansas. 

“It was while I was scouting in the vicinity 
of Fort Hays that I had my first ride with Gen- 
eral Custer, who had come up from Fert Ells- 
worth in quest of a guide to pilot him to Fort 
Larned. a distance of sixty-five miles across the 
country, and I was ordered by the commanding 
officer to guide him to his destination. Shortly 
after this I resigned and commenced hunting 
buffaloes.”’ 

When asked by myself how he gained the title 
of Buffalo Bill; when and where first called by 
this famous name, he replied: 

“Yes, it was in 1867, the time that the end 
of the Kansas Pacific track was in the heart of 
the buffalo country, and the company was em- 
ploying about twelve hundred men in the con- 
struction of the read. As the Indians were very 
troublesome it was difficult to obtain fresh meat 
for the workingmen, and the company therefore 
concluded to engage the services of hunters to 
kill buffaices. Goddard Brothers, who had the 
contract for boarding the employees of the road, 
met me in Haye City one day, and made me a 
good offer to become their hunter, and I at once 
entered into a contract with them. They said 
that they would require about twelve buffaloes 
per day. That would be twenty-four hours, as 
they took only the hind quarters and hump of 
each buffalo. 

“As this was to be dangerous work, on ac- 
count of the Indians, who were riding all over 
that section of the country, and as I would be 
obliged to go from five to ten miles from the 
road each day to hunt the buffaloes, accompanied 
by only one man with a light wagon, for the 
transportation of the meat. I, of course, de- 
manded a large ealary. They could afford to 
remunerate me well, because the meat would 
not cost them auything. 

“They agreed to give me $500 a month, pro- 
vided I furnished them all the fresh meat re- 
quired, and I immediately began my career as 
a buffalo hunter, and it was not long before I 
acquired considerable notoriety. 

“It was at this time that the very approprt- 
ate name of Buffalo Bill was conferred upon me 
by the road hands, and the railroad company and 
contractors as well. It has stuck to me ever 
since, and I have never been ashamed of it. 
During my engagement as a hunter for the com- 
pany—a period of less than eighteenth months— 
I killed 4.280 buffaloes. and had many exciting 
adventures with the Indians, 

“It was shortly after this that I assumed the 
work of a special despatch bearer for the dif- 
ferent generals stationed at the far Western 
forts, working between Fort Larned, Fort Dodge, 
Saw Log Crossing, on the Pawnee Fork; Fort 
Hays and Fort Harker. This work covered many 
years of hardships and dangers. 

“| first met Ned Buntline, a man who had 
a remarkable career of adventure and erratic 
actions. Poor Ned! He passed through dangers 
and hairbreadth escapes that would almost excel 
any of his romances. This was in 1869, while I 
was still a guide for General E. A. Carr. of the 
Fifth Cavalry. We had been on a successful 
expedition, and had run into Sedgwick, Col., to 
recuperate before starting on a new comee'es. 

“In my idle moments I called a few followers 
together, and with two or three wagons to haul 
the meat home, we started out to kill buffalo. I 
had killed between twenty and thirty, and the 
men were butchering them, while I lay down in 
the shade between two wagons, when one of the 
soldiers suddenly said: 

“ “There’s a man coming across the prairie.’ 
Thinking it was some despatch-bearer from the 
fort, I paid no attention to him. 

“When the horseman was within about a quar- 
ter of a mile of us, I saw he had come a 
‘whooping.’ 

“He had three canteens hung to his saddl 
and as there were no canteens in the outfit, 
thought he was a pretty good man to meet. 
When he rode up he said:

Right here the writer wishes to beg the read- 
ers’ indulgence and desires to state that this 
was my first acquaintance with Buffalo Bill, In 
{873 the play was styled The Scouts of the Pral- 
cle. and the next season the play was styled 
Buffalo Bill at Bay, or the Pearl of the Pral- 
cle. I can well remember the entire play es- 
pecially some of the people who composed the 
companies described, 

The old Schwab's Opera House, Hamilton, 0O., 
«as sold to Mr. Walter Dixon, of Cincinnati, 
«ho immediately rebuilt the interior and placed 
the stage in the north end of the hall, instead 
wf the south end, where it had originally stood, 
and in 1873 and 1874 Buffalo Bill played this 
stand, Wild Bill, Texas Jack, Ned Buntline, 
Jules Keene, and, I think, John M. Burk, and 
« dancer named Mile. Morlachi. However the 
olay took like wildfire, and as this was the first 
time that true western life and real western 
men, including real Indians, portrayed or de- 
1 the Far Western life true to a man, 
only made the performance 
and realistic, but gave a good amount of en 
joyable pleasure as well. I can just see those 
three grand men. creatures of the Far West pro- 
duction—Buffalo Bill, Wild Bill and Texas Jack. 
Talk about King Solomon's Mines or Aladdin's 
Lamp, famous fairy tales, being enchanting! 
Why, the company of 1873 and 1874 bad the im- 
tginations of childhood gloriously skinned a 
block, using the present-day street gamin slang. 
Major John M. Burke, who was with the com- 
pany then, {se etill associated with Col. Cody's 
cusiness enterprises, and is a splendid gentle- 
man of the Chesterfield type. 

Dear old Jules Keene, who was the Dutch 
comedian with the company, passed away on 
Wednesday, October 31, 1906. at the Ashland 
Gouse, New York City. Mr. Keene bad just 
returned home from a Reropeae trip of the Buf- 
falo Bill's Show, and, sad to relate, passed 
away only three days after his lovely life's 
belpmate and wife had also departed from 
life's cares and troubles 

Now as to Col. Cody entering and producing 
the fret Wild West company, the writer says 
that Buffalo Bill gave his first performance of 
the troe Wild West company in Omaha, Neb., 
om May 17, 1883, just ten years after his first 
stage or hall show. 

This Wild West show was a decided success 
from the start, and on the opening day no fewer 
‘han 3,500 people paid to witness representations 
t seenes and incidents which but a few years 
before they could have witnessed 
The great success of this initial performance

Dear Sir—Before closing your chapter on the 
history of celebrated American clowns who have, 
in days gone by, heightened the gaiety of the 
nation, do not fall to record the name of the 
veteran, Tony Denier, famous alike in the saw- 
dust arena and on the pantomime stage. Tony is 
now living in snug retirement at his home, 3014 
Indiana avenue, Chicago, which has been his 
abode since he laid aside the cap and bells over 
a score of years ago. When he was clowning 
with the Sands and Nathan's show, he Intro- 
duced for the first time in this country, the 
make-up of the French August, a misfit dress 
suit, expansive vest, big high collar and enor- 
mous bow-tle. This is identically the same 
make-up worn by the present-day August, Mar- 
celine, now appearing at the New York Hippo- 
drome. 

So eminent an authority on pantomime as Mr. 
George Hanlon, of the original Hanlon Brothers, 
told me last week in Atlanta, that Tony Denier 
was the finest pantomimist this country has pro- 
duced, superior even to the great George Lafay 
ette Fox in pantomimiec skill, although excelled 
by Fox in drollery of facial expression. 

Tony not only foundell a school of original 
pantomime, but his traveling companies proved 
a veritable nursery of emb-vonie talent, and 


under his adept tutelage, graduated such clever 
artists in clowning as George H. Adams, Al- 
fred Frisbie Miaco, Charles Winter Ravel, and 
George Donald Melville. 

A recent letter to me from Mr. Denier, dis- 
closes the fact that he has again entered into 
the bonds of matrimony. He was married on 
November 12, at Woodstock, N. Y., to Louise 
Sully, widow of the late Dan Sully. 

Tony’s legion of friends among old-timers all 
over the country will probably shower congratu- 
lations on this seasoned veteran who is as young 
in heart, sturdy of body, and keen of intellect 
as in the days when he graced the magic circle 
of the sawdust ring.

Meinke, in his first few races, made a 
gvod showing, but after several workouts, was 
able to sprint, and with the result that he has 
won the last three races, and now leads for the 
silver cup offered for the racer acquiring the 
highest number of points in ten races. His only 
competitor is John Brill, who has been able to 
finish second in all the events. 

St. Patrick's eve and night furnished a whole 
lot of fun for the Riverview Rink patrons, who 
witnessed a night in Germany, with the 
mans coming out victorious, as expected.

Carey did the ten kilometres in 20 min. 55 2-5 
sec. The 20 kilometres in 42 min, 24 sec., and 
covered 14 kilometres, 170 metres in the half 
hour, thus beating the records of the English 
amateur, C. J. Wilson, who on the 10th of Janu 
ary, 1903, covered 26 kilometres, 009 metres in 
the hour, while the professional, Hal Berts, 
covered 26 kilometres, 430 metres on March 1, 
1902, The six miles (9 kilometres, 655 metres), 
had been skated by the amateur, P. Miller, in 
22 min. 15 1-5 sec., and the professional, Hal 
Berte in 21 min. and 45 sec., and for 345 metres 
further, Carey only took 20 min, 55 3-5 sec. The 
12 miles, 19 kilometres, 311 metres, was made 
by the amateur, C, J. Wilson, in 44 min. 39 3-5 
sec., and the professional, Hal Berte, 43 min. 
and 24 sec, The corresponding records on ice are

55 2-5 
sec. The 20 kilometres in 42 min, 24 sec., and 
covered 14 kilometres, 170 metres in the’ half 
thus beating the records of the English 
amateur, C. J. Wilson, who on the 10th of Janu 
ary, 1903, covered 26 kilometres, 009 metres in 
the hour, while the professional, Hal Berts, 
covered 26 kilometres, 430 metres on March 1, 
1902, The six miles (9 kilometres, 655 metres), 
had been skated by the amateur, P. Miller, in 
22 min, 15 1-5 see., and the professional, Hal 
Berte in 21 min. and 45 sec., and for 345 metres 
further, Carey only took 20 min, 55 3-5 sec. The 
12 miles, 19 kilometres, 311 metres, was made 
by the amateur, C. J. Wilson, in 44 min. 39 3-5 
sec., and the professional, Hal Berte, 43 min. 
and 24 sec, The corresponding records on ice are 


ax follows: 10 kilometres by the amateur, Peter 
Pestlund, at Davos, Switzerland, in 1900, in 17 
min. and 50% sec., and the professional, Jaap 


Eden, February 23, 1895, in 18 min. and 57 1-5 
sec., and the record for one hour fs held by the 
Dutchman, De Kooning, who, on the 26th of 
January, 1906, covered 32 kilometres, 370 metres 
at Davos.

DE FLERS’ DUEL. 


A duel that was somewhat farcical took place 
»re this week between well-kuown theatrical 
nen. One of them was P. L. de Flers, author 
" many reviews at the Folles-Bergere and else- 
where, while his opponent was another well- 
known review writer who styles himself as Rip. 
Rip probably has another name, but few of us 
know what it 

Both men are keen satirists and none keener 
than Rip himself. In the latest Folies Bergere 
revue, BP. L. de Flers had a scene in which Rip 
is caricatured and satired to a fine point. Rip 
saw the act and got sore. Immediately he sent 
‘ia seconds around to see the writer, and, after 
je Flers named two of his friends as his sec- 
mds, a duel was arranged for. Incidentally it 
might be mentioned that Robert de Flers (no 
relation of the duelist’s) of the de Fliers and 
fe Calllavet team, was one of Rip’s seconds, 

The duel was fought ‘‘in the strictest intl- 
macy,’ as the saying goes over here, and in 
truth it was one of the most secretly fought 
affairs of the kind seen in a long while here. 
it took place in the private gardens of a house 
in Neuilly, a suburb of Paris. lt was fought 
with swords and lasted 18 rounde. De Flers, 
an expertenced swordsman, toyed with his an- 
‘agonist and disarmed him 13 times in the 138 
rounds.

tation for passengers. 

“Further the plans of Mr. Glisson have been 
declared by the most eminent engineers in the 
United States to be entirely feasable. 

“The first of these aerial dreadnoughts will 
be launched in the etheral waves floating oy 
the city of Atlanta July 4. 1911, and the first 
trip will be from this city to New York. 
Thence the machine will be properly listed an 
will endeavor for the $225,000 in prizes that 
is being offered for the first transcontinental 
flight with passengers. 

“It is not Mr, Glisson’s intention, 
to utilize his ship for ‘fancy stunts or prize 
winning.’ as he expresses it, but to show that 
be can carry passengers just as safely. if not 
more so, and at thrice the rate of speed of the 
average railroad train.

35 passengers and has a plane surface 
of 4.220 sqnare feet

He has an in- 
herent mania for investing in stocke, and even 
though he bas taken an oath, at the instigation 
of his sweetheart, not to gamble any more, he 
falls from grace and buys one thousand shares 
of a railroad. His rival learns of this and de- 
termines to wreak Billy's financial ruin by 
starting a campaign against him. Billy's sweet- 
heart learns of his purchase, also that the stock 
he holds is decreasing in value each moment. 
She visite a broker and starts a counter cam- 
paign. The stocks go up and Billy’s fortune is 
once more secure.

It might have been 
well for the producer of this film to have had 
the broker’s tickets written by separate parties. 
{t is evident that the same person wrote out 
the tickets that were sent out by the different 
brokerage firms. The settings are fairly good 
and the protography is clear. 


RED DEER’S DEVOTION. Pathe-Freres. Dra- 
me. Released March 8. Length, 1,000 
feet. . 


This is a very ordinary, if not a mediocre, 
picture. The Wells-Fargo express office in the 
wilds has received a large chest of valuables. 
A daughter of the express agent goes to the 
spring for water, and is attacked by a ruffian, 
who is a member of a band inten ing to rob 
the express office. The girl cries out In alarm, 
and her shrieks are heard by a party of Indians. 
When the rescue is made, but one Indian appears 
on the scene. Why the entire party of five or 
six Indians do not rush to her assistance is not 
explained. Red Deer, who proves to be the 
girl's rescuer, is stricken with love for her, and 
is not discouraged by the girl. Red Deer, how- 
ever meets with a rebuke when telling the girl's 
father of his love for the girl. May gives Red 
Deer her photograph, and he sighs. It will be 
remembered that Indians do not express emo- 
tion in this manner. An Indian girl, carrying 
wood, climbs up a small sand hill in order that 
she may fall and sprain her ankle. This was 
an absurd and inexcusable expedient. She Is 
then taken to the express office by May, who 
opportunely passes about the time the Indian 
girl has suffered her injury. An attack is made 
on the express office, but May hides the chest 
under the floor, and the ruffians, being foiled, 
take her instead. Red Deer again comes to the 
rescne. The concluding scene shows him once 
more begging for the hand of May. The old ex- 
pressman tells him if he will consult a tonsorial 
artist and wear the dress of civilization, he may 
have the girl. The plot is so full of inaccura- 
cles. that it has little left to commend the 
picture. 


THE IRISH HONEYMOON. Kalem. 
and scenic. Released March & 
The picture is by far the most interesting re- 
lease offered by the Kalem Company for some 
time. The story has no plot. but the scenery 
shown is exemplary. A newly married couple 
travel from America to Ireland, and the specta- 
tor is allowed to follow their journey to the 
Emerald Isle.

Had she done this, 
however, the story would have ended here. As 
it was, the artist seeks solacement in the se- 
clusion of the cloister. While at the mission 
the girl's brother is brought in, in an semi- 
conscious condition. The artist learns from this 
man later that he is the brother of the girl. If 
is strange that having made this discovery he 
does not immediately go in search of the woman 
he has wrongfully accused, but as he does not 
<0, she somes to him. A reconciliation is ef- 
fected, but it came too late. While we do 
not see the artist wearing the habits of the 
monastery, it is inferred by the sub-title, “A 
reconciliation that came too late,’’ that he must 
have taken the vows. The picture is good. 
especially are the scenic effects to be commend- 
ed.

As a wmirth-provoker this film is surely a 
success; however, the methods by which this 
picture gains its laughs are hardly to be ap 
proved.

Arrived in America, she stops with a friend 
just outside of whose door an Italian fruit 
vender establishes his stand. He falls in 
love with the irl, and notes her interest in 
opening the mail box of the tenement for her 
letters from ber far away lover. He enlists 
the skill of a scissors grinder, umbrella 
mender, etc., in making a duplicate key for the 
box. By this means he manages to intercept 
her mail and substitute a letter purporting to 
be from her lover, stating that he is married 
and does not want her to write to him any 
more. Filled with spite and chagrin, the gir! 
marries the fruit vender, and when her lover 
arrives a few weeks later, he finds her un 
happy. Her husband and his boon companion 
enter, and being far gone with drink, the hus 
band attacks the man whom he has cheated out 
of his wife. The scissors grinder takes a hand 
and in his drunken state stabs the fruit vender 
to death. There is no comedy in this film to 
offset the rather morbid trend of the tale. That 
is its only serious defect. The various parts are 
well played. The settings are true to fact, and 
in the final scene the director has cleverly 
managed to send the two men, clutched In the 
death grip, behind a convenient curtain, so that 
that the actual scene of the murder is suggested 
rather than shown. 


THE LITTLE DRUDGE, Eesanay. Drama. Re- 
leased March 7. 


A young country boy leaves his home on the 
farm, and his mother and little sister, to seek 
his fortune in the city. There he is led Into 
a marriage with an idle, pleasure-loving niece 
of the boarding-house keeper. Some time later 
his little sister telegraphs him that their mother 
is dead. He fetches the little one to make her 
home with him, and the wife, objecting at first 
and resenting what she believes an intrusion, 
makes capital out of the girl's advent by un 
loading all the irksome cares of the household 
upon her. One day the child turns on the 
gas stove, and fainting from exhaustion before 
lighting it, is overcome by the fumes. Her 
brother rescues her just in time, and when ols 
wife returns from a Bohemian party, by means 
of which it has been suggested that ehe is not 
entirely faithful to her husband, he drives her 
from the house in a fit of rage. The work of 
the younged girl in this film is exceedingly good, 
and the story is a pleasing one. Here again 
though is a tangible lack of comedy. It would 
seem that a director ought to be able to inject 
a substantial ingredient of comedy into every 
picture, whether the writer of the scenario has 
done so or not. The scene showing the brother 
preparing the child for bed jars just a little 
bit in that the girl Is too old to need such at- 
tention. It would have been better to have 
left this part out.

it these lowa Reubens demanded recognition 
by hiring first-class executive heads, but they 
early developed a habit of having a Ringling | 
to meet with every dollar going and coming. | 
No one else connected with the show handled 
any of the bil.s or accounts There were no | 
jieakages. A Ringling took in the money, and 


a Ringling paid it out. Old-timers called it a 
*gilly-show,’’ because they were not permitted 
to flirt with the company’s exchecquer. They 
forbade all manner of graft—an entirely new | 
custom on circus lots. That phase made them 
popular with the public and unpopular with old 
showmen. 

The “Grampian Hills’’ of McGregor were 
too inadequate for wagon show beadquarters, 80 
they took their aggregation over to Baraboo, 
Wis,, where the original show still winters. The 
first reverses experienced by the Ringlings came | 
following the great wet season of 1892, when 
the route books registered sixty-six consecutive 
days of rain. The money condition of the coun- 
try was in very bad shape about that time, but 
prominent Wisconsin capitalists got behind them 
and to the surprise of the older showmen in 
direct competition, the Ringling Brothers weath- 
ered the rough storm and came out the following 
season fresh and ready for another try at stern 
old fate. Their present rating tells the tale 
better than words, 

After the death of James A. Bailey the Ring- 
lings took over .ae Barnum and Builey Show, 
and the Forepaugh-Sells Shows, and by so doing 
have amassed the largest amount of circus 
properties ever gotten together under one man- 
agement. 

Several years ago the Leon Washburn Show 
wintered at Belle Plaine, but it did not have 
much prominence. 

The last big wagon show to claim Iowa connec- 
tions was the F. J. Taylor Show, of 1891, owned: 
by Hon. Francis J, Taylor, of Creston, now rep- 
resenting Union County in the present legisla- 
ture. Tne Taylor Show was one of the best lit- 
tle shows that ever toured the state, and had 
among its performers the now world-famous 
riders, “‘Stick’’ Davenport, and his equally fa- 
mous sister, Miss Mary Davenport, the great 
New York Hippodrome feature. Mr. Taylor fol-

business. Mr. Lambright had been many years | 
boss hostler of the W. W. Cole Show before 
accepting a lucrative position with the American 
Express Company at Creston. 
of Mr. Taylor's old friends in the city they 
may find him at the Wellington Hotel. the same 
gentleman that he.ever was on or off the lot. 

Incidentally, I wish to mention the name of 
J. B. Gaylord, still another Independence man 
who gained fame in the show business. Mr. 
Gaylord, in conjunction with Hyatt Frost, came. 
into possession of the old: Van Amburg name, 
and for several years this twain made a busi- 
ness of organizing circus companies under the 
title and thereby assuring themselves of good 
managerial positions as long as the trick lasted. 
The last time they hypothecated the Van Am- 
burg title was in the late 80’s, when they suc- 
eect in leasing it to the rapidly coming Ring- 

ngs. 

But the Ringlings soon recognized the fact 
that the name of Van Amburg was more of a 
hoodoo than of value, for the reason that it car- 
ried with it ancient and careless business meth- 
ods, and they soon got rid of it and its ad- 
juncts. 

For my part. I never could fathom the value 
# name might have over the destiny of a show, 
inasmuch as most of the shows adopting those 
old tithes were unsuccessful. 

However, along this line one might consider 
that the Buchanan Shows, now wearing the 
tame of Yankee Robinson, are exceptions to the 
rule that has followed the disastrons finishes 
of the companies that have fallen for the old 
time names. I believe that the Buchanauv 
Shows have been conducted on business lines 
that would have made them just as successful

as they have been under the fictitious appella- | 


tion. Some of the old school showmen seem to 
be iInfatnated with the false tmpresston tnat 
the public follows a name. The public will 
follow a great name for a time, but four or 
five years’ absence from territory works won- 
derful changes in the memory of people. For 
Instance, the Rarnum & Balley Shows were five 
years in Europe. During that time the Ring- 
lings invaded the East, with the exception of 
New York City. The Barnum Show returned to 
the scene of its former triumphs in’ 1903, and 
went into winter-quarters that fall a loser for 
the first time In its long and eventful history. 
The name did not draw because five years had 
developed a new lot of showgoers, who were in 
tonch with the times. and cared little for a 
name, The presentday showgoer wants auality 
rather than reputation. The Forepaugh-Sells 
falinres have demonstrated the truth of this 
statement. 

The Ruchanan Shows are successful becanse 
they are nnder Ruchanan management. The 
Yankee Robinson Shows were all dismal fallures 
because they were under Robinson manage- 
nent that could pnll them through. There 
never was a successful Van Amburg show 
in this conntry after the original ceased 
to exist, and T don’t recall a misnamed show 
that was a business success with but this single 
exception of the Ruchanan Shows. Buchanan 
Was a successful showman before he adopted the 
name of Yankee Robinson. , 

Of course. the adoption of these old names 
meets the approval of oldtime show folks, but 
they do net contribute anything te the front 
door, and “‘lot’’ praise isn’t worth a continental 
the way the ghost walks. The fact is patent 
to all showmen that the most successful shows 
of the past half century are those that have 
toured under their own legitimate title< 
Adam Forepough was a big winner: the Sells 
brothera took the Hi Marks aggregation under 
their management while they were engaged in 
operating traveling notion wagons and conduct 
ing a street anctioneering bneiness, and giving 
it their own name made a great business; the 
Ringlings passed up’ the Van Ambure false 
alarm and won renown; Barnum & RBallev cast 
sside the title of Howe, and met with unlimited 
prosperity. The list is a long one. In the old 
days before rapid transit had made it possible 
tor the fublic to familiarize itself with the 
show business, those old names might have 


had some weight, but in this day the only 
requisite to success in the show business is a 
good, clean entertainment and practical bual- 
ness methods for the government of its execu- | 
tive affairs, abetted by propitious weather con- | 
ditions. There is little doubt of success 
crowning this sort of investment—the name does 
not amount to much to the public until thor- 
oughly established. 

But it is as the Yankee Robinson shows that 
we must deal with the Buchanan enterprise | 
that is now the biggest thing of its kind in| 
lowa-—the home of big things in America. 
A half hour’s ride on the electric interurban 
to Perry brings one to the winter quarters of | 
this permanent Iowa show.

George is simply a working mem- 
ber of the Yankee Robinson forces, but his 
good old head has kept many a youngster in 
better balance and made a better showman of 
him than he might have been if otherwise sur- 
rounded. These old-timers are valuable for 
what they know of their departments, and many 
an owner has profited more than he knows 
of through their valuable experience in minor 
details. 

Another character 1 met at the Yankee Robin- 
son show quarters was Fred Gay, clown and 
general uti-ity man. Gay was once one of the 
most prominent exponents of the handcuff act, 
touring the United States with moflerate suc- 
cess and gaining much fame in the show busi- 
ness. Gay is a bright and intelligent fellow, 
a good conversationalist and a companionable 
acquaintance. He is not given to self-lauda- 
tion, but might well be: termed a. beoster. He 
has not had the best of luck, but as he is not 
old he has an expansive future before him if 
he will accept it. 

One of the real old timers I met out there 
Sunday was an old ‘property man of the name 
of Gibson. He has been connected with all 
of the big shows. He was in Europe with the 
Barnum Show for two ‘or three years, and bas * 
all the chara ‘eristics of the genuine ‘‘bump-
